Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

1. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable by Tanaka et al. 
(US 5420573). 

Regarding claim 1, an information signal transmission device (Fig. 1, First and 
second AV devices) connected to a network C, for transmitting an information signal 
(function A-E and A'-E'), the device comprising: 

Information broadcasting (Fig. 1, First AV device, element 9; Col. 2, lines 40- 
48) means for broadcasting a message (function A'-E') to the network C (Col. 3, lines 
32-39); 

Information receiving (Fig. 1, 2nd AV device, element 16) means for receiving 
a message (function A'-E') broadcast to the network C (Col. 3, lines 38-40) 



States. 
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An event manager (Fig. 1, element 15; Col. 2, lines 60-65 and Col. 3, lines 
40-42) for delivering the broadcast message within the device (AV device 2).
